14, approved a school 


budget for the distnct totalling 
$5*6,610.00 m the educational fund 
and $16,047 ^0 •« the building fund 
The educational fund budget repie- 
sents an mciease of $2.79000 over 
last years' budget. 
Salary in- 


creases to all employees of the 
distnct account for the mciease 
this lunu Thi building lund bud- 
get shows an increase of $574700 
cner last \eai due laigily to m- 
cieased costs oi repairs and main- 
tenance and an increase in the 
rental of the community g>m for 
physical education purposes. 


The above figure lov the educa- 


tional budget includes $1500 for' 
the 
textbook 
rental 
fund 
and 


$6,100 for the lunch program, both 
of which are self supporting out- 
side of local direct tax support. 
This is m keeping with the school's 
policy of having the Board of Edu- 
cation responsible for expenditure 
of all school money. 


The Board reports that for the 


past school year current expenses 
per pupil amounted to $130.04 av- 
erage This is approximately $50 00 
less than the cost per pupil for thp 
entire state of Illinois The board 
has started a program 
to cut 


eloun the size of the overcrowded 
classrooms and with the employ- 
ment of additional teachers the 
per pupil costs are bound to show 
an increase 


The board is considering plans 


to provide additional 
classroom 


space which will enable the dis- 
tnct to provide additional educa- 
tional servces such as a kinder- 
garten class and a further reduc- 
tion of the teacher load per class 
which should mean better educa- 
tional opportunities for all chil- 
dren m the distnct. 


In spite of the acute shortage 


of elementary school teachers the 
local school has been able to se- i 
cure a properly qualified teacher i 
for all positions It Is one of the 
few town elementary schools in 


this section which has no emer- 
gency certiticated teacher's.

eran enrollments, Bernard P.- In- 
land, assistant director of admis- 
sions at Columbia college, Colum- 
bia university, says that in li'-lti 
61 per cent of the freshmen v.'-n- 
veterans. In 1947 their number h;sc! 
fallen to 21 per cent; this year to 
13 per cent. At the University of 
Chicago, only 20 per cent of the 
new students this fall will he vet- 
erans as against a high of 85 per 
cent in 1946. 


At Harvard only 200 of l.-'H) 


entering freshmen are former GIs. 
Boston college will have between 
l!i and 20 per cent veterans out 
of 900 freshmen. Of the 485 new 
students entering Holy Cross tins 
fall 18 per cent will be veterans. 
James 
Milllkln 
university, 
De- 


eatur, 111., expects its veteran en- 
rollment to drop from 850 in 1947 
to 650 this year. Indiana univer- 
sity expects a decline of 14 per 
cent in veteran enrollments. 


Fewer Vets In U. of Illinois 
Northwestern university, Dart- 


mouth college, Boston university, 
Stanford university. University of 
California, 
University of Mass- 


achusetts at Amherst, University 
of Maine, University of Illinois, 
and San Francisco State college, 
all report the percentage of vet- 
erans in their entering classes is 
declining. 


There are exceptions. For ex- 


ample, at 
Knox college, Gales- 


burg, 'ill., no decrease in veteran 
enrollments is expected this fall. 
The University of Southern Cali- 
fornia reports it still is admitting 
more veterans than nonveterans 
"because many of the ex-GIs are 
giving up jobs with little promise 
in favor of more schooling." 


Despite their decline in num- 


bers, the veterans in freshman and 
sophomore years exert a restrain- 
ing 
influence on their younger 


classmates. In the colleges report- 


ing, 
there is a direct ratio between 


the proportion of veterans and the 
old "college spirit." More under- 
graduates are participating in ex- 
tra-curricular events and in the 
revival of pre-war social activities. 


Students Still Serious 


But the younger students have 


not returned entirely to the old, 
exuberant, carefree college days. 
They still are serious because of 
the presence of the older ex-GIs. 
and the prospect of being drafted 
into the military services. 


Undergraduates are more poli- 


tically minded, too. In response

demand, 
university 


newspapers d e v o t e important 


space to election news and views. 
Korums, debates, and guest lee- 
tiirt-rs are scheduled.

ber of veterans, there is no abate- 
ment in the number of applicants 
for admission. The financial prob- 
lems caused by the large influx 
i.: ex-(!Is two years ago, still are 
headaches as far as the colleges 
are concerned. Dorothy Johnson, 
:i--.<:stant director of publicity at 
N-.rHiwestorn university, says: 


"1 believe that comments from 


!are.' universities the country over 
v.-:ll point out that the large influx 
of veterans^ far from helping the 
i n s t i t u t i o n financially, was an add- 
ed burden."
